But at this timeytt isneceGary for vs to. conſider, that tho' weggre at perge with 
Forr1ign. Princes and Powers; \. Yet the Enmity of a tnds; Natives>of 
this Kingdom, living in it, and injoying the Protettion of the Government ; 
Beſides theſe wheare Abroad, ignetat an end. they are not rexonciled, they 
are {ti} Defigning' and Hatching Miſchief, and waiting Opportunities to put 
in Execution. 

We may juſtly too take notice. of the Breach. that is beginying. among the” 
Proteſtant Princes of the North, and of the Warlike Preparattons which are 
made both for Land: and Sea, by other Neigbouring Princes and-tates, which 
may at leaſt lead us to berhink our ſelves, and to be (o fir upon our Guard, as: 
to provide for maintaining that Tranquility within the Kingdom, which wiz
